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dig by William Drummond was 
allegedly hit with a Taser several 
more times by a plain-clothes 
police officer after being tasered 
once by an RCMP officer Jun. 22. 

Rev. Michael Alden Fells of 
Digby told reporters outside the 
Halifax Regional Police station 
yesterday that a witness to the 
Jun. 22 altercation reported the 
additional Tasering. 

“He actually witnessed one of 
the officers Taser William Drum¬ 
mond three or four times,” Fells 
said. “He asked him to stop 
because he thought he was 
going to kill him.” 

Fells says the witness, a young 
white man named Chad Tid, was 
reluctant to come forward with 
this information, but finally 
filed a statement with Digby 
RCMP on Monday night. 

Tid was not at home yesterday 
but a family member said “he 
made his statement to police” 
and he’s not going to answer 
any more questions about what 
he saw that night. 

Drummond, who was at the 
protest yesterday said he doesn’t 
know if he was hit with more 
than one Taser, but he knows he 
was shocked three or four times. 

“I felt two more zaps and then 
when I was on the ground I felt 
another one,” he said. Police 
have confirmed Drummond was 
Tasered once by an RCMP officer. 

Sgt. Mark Gallagher with the 
RCMP said Drummond was only 
struck once with a Taser. 

“The file itself does not have 
any indications that there was 
more than one Taser that was 
being used,” Gallagher said.

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Nathaniel Fells and William 
Drummond filed complaints yes¬ 
terday with the Halifax Regional 
Police stating some of the de¬ 
partment’s officers assaulted 
them and called them the n- 
word on the night of Jun. 22 in 
downtown Digby. 

More than a month after the 
widely-publicized altercation be¬ 
tween a group of off-duty offi¬ 
cers and the two young black 
men occurred, Fells, Drummond 
and a couple dozen supporters 
stood outside Halifax’s Gottin¬ 
gen Street police station, 
protesting what they say was po¬ 
lice brutality and racism. 


Fells said he wants to see black 
youth across Canada treated fair- 

iy- 

“I’ve been pulled over just 
walking in groups downtown af¬ 
ter the bars close; it’s just ridicu¬ 
lous,” he said. 

“It needs to stop and I guess 
we’re going to start here.” 

Fells, 19, and Drummond, 21, 
arrived at the Halifax station 
with Fells’s father, Rev. Michael 
Alden Fells, both boys’ mothers 
and about five or six Digby com¬ 
munity members. About 30 addi¬ 


tional protesters from Halifax 
joined them. 

The young men spent more 
than an hour inside the station 
filing a complaint that stated 
Halifax Regional Police officers 
hurled racial slurs at them and 
instigated a fight just over a 
month ago outside a bar in 
downtown Digby. 

Some who attended yester¬ 
day’s rally said they were there 
to protest police brutality and 
some said they were there to 
protest racial profiling. 


But Rev. Fells was very clear on 
why he was there. 

“You had nine white guys 
chasing after two black guys and 
the police went after the two 
black guys,” he said. 

Const. David Li, spokesman 
with the Halifax Regional Police 
said the department is waiting 
for the conclusion of the RCMP’s 
criminal investigation into the 
incident before conducting their 
own internal misconduct inves¬ 
tigation. 

“I can tell you at this point 
that nobody has been suspended 
in relation to that incident in 
Digby,” he said. 

Fells and Drummond also filed 
complaints with the provincial 
and federal human rights com¬ 
missions yesterday in Halifax.

But in a case such as 
bankruptcy, creditors 
can’t expect to see 100 per 
cent of their money recov¬ 
ered, she said. 

Federal Gypsum closed 
in mid-June and owes 
about $32 million to other 
parties including the 
province.

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Bedbugs under attack 
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A bedbug infestation in a 
Dartmouth public housing 
complex for seniors is 
about to get raided. 

Exterminators are going 
after the pests in Alderney 
Manor today after a Mon¬ 
day inspection showed 
signs of another invasion. 

Pat Lawrence, director of 
the Metropolitan Regional 
Housing Authority, says 
the spraying starts today in 
about 20 units and will 
continue tomorrow. 

“Some of them have 
pests; some of them don’t,” 
Lawrence said. “It could be 
that someone is beside 
someone who has a rather 
severe problem so we’re 
doing some preventative 
spraying also.” 

Stewart Romans, who has 
lived there for 15 years, says 
his apartment has been 
sprayed four times already 
but still the bedbugs return. 

“I don’t know if it’s going 
to solve the problem or not,” 
said the 68-year-old about to¬ 
day’s extermination. 

Romans has already 
bagged up most of his be¬ 
longings, purchased a new 
mattress and washes his 
linens daily in bleach, not to 
mention having sustained 
numerous bedbug bites. 

He says the management

should make new rules 
about spraying second-hand 
furniture that comes into 
the 12-storey building. 

Lawrence says residents 
will have to leave their units 


for up to four hours during 
the spraying. A lounge will 
be set up for people who 
don’t want to or can’t leave 
the building, she added. 

Lawrence said the au¬ 
thority hasn’t looked at 
compensating residents 
for their mattresses and 
bedding, but plan to ad¬ 
dress those concerns once 
the pests are gone. 

Dave Holland of Braemar 
Pest Control Services says 
he’s seen bedbugs in hotels 
and rooming houses in 
Halifax. 


“A lot of times there’s a 
serious problem brewing 
before you even know it,” 
he said. 

In many cases, multiple 
treatments are needed to 
get rid of them. 

“You could be treated 
one day and bring some¬ 
thing in that has bedbugs 
and have the whole prob¬ 
lem again,” Holland said. 

He says the pests are at¬ 
tracted to heat and carbon 
dioxide and will usually stay 
within 11/2 metres to six 
metres of their hosts.

Hammonds Plains is anoth¬ 
er possible site,” he said. 

The funding for the proj¬ 
ect comes from HRM’s 
budget and a community- 
partnership arrangement.

Food crisis in spotlight 

Canadian author calls on businesses to make change 


Developed nations must 
take responsibility for the 
mounting food crisis in 
poor nations, says Gerald 
Caplan, a Canadian author 
and UN policy adviser on 
Africa. 

It is important for the 
West to understand its role 
in what Caplan calls the 
plundering of the develop¬ 
ing world’s resources. It’s 
only then that solutions 
can be found. 

“We aren’t developing 
poor countries, we’re ex-

ploiting them. What we 
owe poor countries is to 
pay back what we’ve 
stolen from them over the 
centuries,” Caplan said. 

Speaking at a global food 
crisis conference in Toron¬ 
to he told delegates, that 


for a quarter of a century, 
the International Mone¬ 
tary Fund and the World 
Bank have imposed on 
poor countries policies 
that have caused enor¬ 
mous destruction and dis¬ 
parity. 

“So long as the priority 
in food or drugs is profit 
over human needs, we’re 
going to have people die 
unnecessarily,” he said to 
the 200 participants from 
abroad.

Non-medallists can still 
enjoy competition: Giles

Canada sent 267 athletes 
to the 2004 Summer 
Olympics in Athens. 
Exactly 258 of them came 
home without a medal. 

In other words, for 
every Adam van Koever- 
den who wins an Olympic 
medal and steals the na¬ 
tional spotlight, there are 
roughly two dozen ath¬ 
letes who fly under the 
radar. 

So what does a non¬ 
medallist get out of the 
Games? 

“Hopefully, they get 
their own Olympic victo¬ 
ry,” says Peter Giles, Cana¬ 
da’s assistant Chef de Mis¬ 
sion. “I wish for them all 
to go over and have that 
moment where they say, 
‘Yes, I really succeeded at

this.’ It doesn’t mean you 
have to stand at the podi¬ 
um. It means having your 
best performance at that 
moment.” 

Giles himself had one of 
those moments. The 
kayaker from Lake Echo, 
N.S., competed at the 
1996 Olympics in Atlanta 
and placed seventh in the 
K-4 1,000-metre event. 

“For us, it was some¬ 
thing to celebrate, and it’s 
OK if the rest of Canada 
didn’t celebrate that with 
us,” Giles says. “The peo¬ 
ple who knew us celebrat¬ 
ed with us. They got to see 
us and share in it with us, 
and we were congratulat¬ 
ed for what we did.” 

Giles says he’s never 
met an Olympian who re¬ 
grets going to the Games, 
even ones who don’t win 
medals. All the sacrifices 
— the early mornings, fi¬ 
nancial hardships and 
limited free time — are 
worth it in the end, ac¬ 
cording to Giles. 

Beyond the competi¬ 
tion, athletes lay the foun¬ 
dation for a bright future 
by competing at the 
Games. 

“Being an Olympian 
gets you into a club you 
belong to for the rest of 
your life,” Giles says. “It’s 
something you never get 
taken away from you. It 
breaks the ice and opens 
all kinds of doors.” 

After Giles competed at 
the 1996 Olympics, he re¬ 
tired. He finished his Ph.D 
in applied physics at Stan¬ 
ford University in Califor¬

nia and got a job with 
General Dynamics Cana¬ 
da. He still works there to¬ 
day as principal systems 
engineer. 

He also has been in¬ 
volved with the Canadian 
Olympic Committee and 
Canoe-Kayalc Canada in 
various capacities. 

Giles says his Olympic 
background helped him 
get his start as a young 
professional. He had very 
little direct experience 
when General Dynamics 
Canada hired him in 
1999. 


“For us, it was 
something to 
celebrate, and it’s 
OK if the rest of 
Canada didn’t cele¬ 
brate that with us.”

“The fact that I was an 
Olympic athlete encour¬ 
aged them to take a 
chance on me,” Giles says. 
“That’s probably the key. 
It gives you something to 
put on your resume that’s 


pretty rare. If that’s 
enough to get someone to 
say, ‘Let’s take a chance 
on this person,’ that can 
be all the difference for 
you.” 

It’s worth it for busi¬ 
nesses to take a chance on 
any Olympian, Giles says, 
because of one common 
trait. 

“They are all really, real¬ 
ly motivated to succeed,” 
Giles says. “It’s an impor¬ 
tant quality. If I was run¬ 
ning a business, I would 
certainly hire an Olympic 
athlete very quickly.”

Report slams China’s human-rights policies 


politics Beijing saw hazy 
pollution lift yesterday, but 
a damning Amnesty Inter¬ 
national report brought in¬ 
to sharp view tensions 
over China’s human-rights 
policies. 

The human-rights group 
yesterday gave a scathing 
assessment of China’s 
record, saying many of its 
citizens’ protections and 
freedoms have shrunk, not 
expanded, in the seven 
years since Beijing won the 
right to hold the Games. 

China had not honoured 


vows to improve rights 
that officials made in lob¬ 
bying for the Games, and 
was not living up to com¬ 
mitments as an Olympic 
host, Amnesty Internation¬ 
al stated in the report. 

“There has been no 
progress towards fulfilling 
these promises, only con¬ 
tinued deterioration,” the 
report, titled The Olympics 
Countdown — Broken 
Promises, says. 

“The authorities have 
used the Olympic Games 
as pretext to continue, and 


in some respects, intensify 
existing policies and prac¬ 
tices which have led to se¬ 
rious and widespread vio¬ 
lations of human rights,” it 
continues. 

Amnesty said Chinese au¬ 
thorities had targeted hu¬ 
man-rights defenders, jour¬ 
nalists and lawyers to “si¬ 
lence dissent” ahead of the 
Games, jailing dissidents 
such as prominent AIDS ac¬ 
tivist Hu Jia and often in¬ 
timidating their families. 

A Chinese government 
spokesman dismissed the 


Amnesty report as a prod¬ 
uct of habitual bias that 
ignored big improve¬ 
ments. 

“This is a statement that 
anyone who knows China 
cannot agree with,” the 
Chinese Foreign Ministry’s 
chief spokesman Liu Jian- 
chao told a news confer¬ 
ence in Beijing. “I hope 
Amnesty International can 
take off the coloured glass¬ 
es it has been wearing for 
years and look at China 
fairly and objectively.”

Quarterback faxes reinstatement letter to NFL 


Brett Favre called the 
Packers’ bluff by faxing 
his reinstatement letter 
to the league yesterday 
in an attempt to official¬ 
ly end his retirement, 
which he announced on 
March 6. 

NFL commissioner 
Roger Goodell will not act 
on the letter until today 
at the earliest, reports 
NFL Network’s Adam 
Scheffer. 

Favre and Packers GM 
Ted Thompson had agreed 
that the star QB would de¬ 
lay his reinstatement un¬ 
til the club could come up 
with some type of resolu¬ 


tion, possibly a trade that 
would keep Favre out of 
the NFC North. 

No trade has been 
arranged, however, so 
now, once Favre is rein¬ 
stated, the Packers have 
24 hours to either release 
him, as he has requested, 
or put him back on the ac¬ 
tive roster. Then Favre 
may report to Packers 
training camp in Green 
Bay, where Aaron Rodgers 
is taking the snaps as the 
starting QB. 

If the Packers do not 
find a suitable trade desti¬ 
nation for Favre — the 
New York Jets and Tampa 


Bay Buccaneers have been 
mentioned as possible 
suitors — then the circus 
will come to town when 
Favre returns to serve as a 
$12 million US backup to 
Rodgers, who has thrown 
for exactly 329 yards and 
one touchdown in three 
seasons as a backup. 

The ball, so to speak, is 
now back in the Packers' 
court. 

Packers head coach 
Mike McCarthy said in a 
press conference yester¬ 
day that, should Favre re¬

BMW's baby 1 Series has 
been around in Europe for 
a couple years now, but 
after a brief romance with 
its small 3181* * back in the 
late '90s, the company 
didn't think Canadians 
would buy into a small 
BMW model any time 
soon. 

So, we had to await the 
invention of a 1 Series 
coupe and convertible be¬ 
fore we could buy a BMW 
smaller than its popular 3 
Series model. 

The tidy little 1 Series 
Coupe and Cabriolet are 
spearheading BMW’s re¬ 
turn to a smaller, lighter, 
more affordable car, slot¬ 
ting nicely under the in¬ 
creasingly larger, heavier 
and more expensive 3 Se¬ 
ries. 

Though a range of en¬ 
gine options are available 
in other markets, we’re on¬ 
ly getting two: The 128i 
with a 230-horsepower, 3.0- 
litre, in-line six, and the 
135i, which has a superb 
300-hp, twin-turbo version 
of the same 3.0-litre unit. 

In its closed format, the 1 
Series starts at $33,900 for 
the base 128i while the 


twin-turbo 135i carries a 
proportionately higher 
$41,700 to reflect its added 
performance and equip¬ 
ment levels. The convert¬ 
ible model 128i carries a 
sticker price of $39,900 
with the range-topping 
125i Cabriolet priced at 
$47,200 for the pleasure of 
open-air motoring. 

Speaking of the top, it 
will raise and lower in 22 
seconds at speeds up to 40 
km/h. Thanks to some 
clever engineering, the 
electro-hydraulic unit takes 
up precious little trunk 
space. For two people, 


there’s enough room for a 
few weeks worth of bags — 
but you’ll have to keep 
your shopping on the rear 
seats. If you’d like the num¬ 
bers, the trunk has 260 
litres of cargo space with 
the top down and 305 litres 
top up. 

The crisp, clean lines and

The essential itinerary to 
the ancient city's key sights 



Istanbul bridges Europe 
and Asia, boasting a rich 
cultural mix with 
influences ranging from 
Roman to Arab. If you’ve 
got only 48 hours to 
explore the city, the 
following itinerary will 
lead you through its many 
facets. 

Saturday 

9 a.m. Sultanahmet dis¬ 
trict, the hub of historic Old 
Istanbul dotted with cen¬ 
turies-old mosques, is the 
ideal place to start a short 
visit to this city. Start your 
walk around this historic 
area at the Basilica of St. 
Sophia, now called the Aya- 
sofya Museum. Turn full cir¬ 
cle, then look up to absorb 
the grandeur of its dome. 

Arabic calligraphy has co¬ 
existed with Christian mo¬ 
saics here since the Muslim 
conquest of Constantinople 
in 1453, when Mehmet the 
Conqueror converted the 
church into a mosque. It 
was declared a museum in 
1935. 

9:30 a.m. Cross the street to 
the six-minaret Blue 
Mosque, famed for its 
gleaming interior white- 
and-blue tiles originating 
from the city of Iznilc. 

10 a.m. Wander up to Top- 
lcapi Palace and marvel at 
the many halls, courts and 
chambers that house the 
treasures of the Ottoman 
Empire, including a jewel- 
encrusted 18th century 
golden throne and a sword 
said to belong to the bibli¬ 
cal King David. 


I p.m. Take a break for 
lunch at one of the street- 
side kebab restaurants. Fol¬ 
low your meal with a tiny 
cup of Turkish coffee as the 
call to prayer blares from 
mosques all around. 

2:30 p.m. Head to the west¬ 
ern Edirnlcapi district’s 
Chora Church, an imposing 
Byzantine monument. 
Gaze at the mosaics and 
frescos that cover its ceil¬ 
ings and walls, depicting 
scenes from the bible. 

7:30 p.m. Combining faith 
and dance, the whirling 
dervishes will entertain you 
with a one-hour perform¬ 
ance, accompanied by an 
ensemble of musicians. 
Draped in black robes and 
cream dresses, these follow¬ 
ers of 13th century Persian 
poet and mystic Jalaladdin 
Rumi spin in the belief that 
it will bring them closer to 
God.

-he clouds are

First comes the rain. As 
we pass through a now 
raging storm, water crash¬ 
es through the pilot’s win¬ 
dow and drips onto the 
console. The pilot tries in 
vain to keep the water out, 
and diagonal droplets pelt 
him in the face.

seat belt tighter, close my 
eyes and focus on my 
breathing. 

I’ve turned into what 
some might call a nervous 
flyer. I familiarize myself 
with the exits as soon as I 
get on a plane, I always 
wear my seat belt — even 
if the seatbelt sign is off— 
and I regularly review the 
emergency safety manual. 

In my lifetime, I’ve taken 
hundreds of flights and, 
over the next few months, 
I’ve planned for at least 20 
more. 

I can’t help but think 
that probability is decreas- 
ingly in my favour. With 
all the flying I do, am I not 
owed a little trouble? 

A plane crash seems like 
a fitting end to this travel 
writer’s career. It may 
sound morbid, but this is

what occurs to me at eveiy 
take-off, landing, bump, 
thump or sign of turbu¬ 
lence. 

Of course, statistically, 
flying is the safest form of 
transportation. And even if 
my plane did crash, my 
chances of surviving are 
pretty good. In 2006, the 
BBC reported that “in the 
US alone, between 1983 
and 2000, there were 568 
plane crashes. Out of the 
collective 53,487 people 
onboard, 51,207 survived.” 

But as I bounce around 


like a child on a shoddy 
carnival ride, water gush¬ 
ing into the cockpit, I 
clench my teeth, statistics 
aren’t comforting. 

Another drop. The plane 
is shaking like a leaf. So 
this is how it all ends? 

Harrowing flights like 
this remind me that we’ve 
all gotta go sometime. My 
daily worries melt away, 
my desires for material 
things become irrelevant. I 
have clarity about the 


most important things in 
life — play, learn, experi¬ 
ence, love. 

Just as I start to accept 
my own mortality, the 
dark clouds recede, the 
skies brighten and the 
killer rain stops. The plane 
lands and the passengers 
breathe a sigh of relief. 
Just another day, just an¬ 
other flight.
